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Improperly addressed homes targeted 

Homeowners put on notice

Didsbury residents whose 
homes don’t have a number 
address on the front of them are 
being asked to get one—quick. 

That’s the message coming 
from town councillors as they 
prepare to vote on a bylaw that, if 
passed, could see fines of $75 
issued to home owners in non- 
compliance. 

And homes with improper num¬ 
bers are in the same boat as those 
with no numbers at all. 

The move Is a result of emer¬ 
gency services experiencing diffi¬ 
culties in finding homes during 
emergency responses, a problem 
the Town said could mean the dif¬ 
ference between life and death. 

“It’s a safety issue and it’s very, 
very important that the emer¬ 
gency ambulance and fire can 
find an address very quickly," 
said CAO Roy Brown. 

Brown wants residents to 


understand that the bylaw is not 
an attempt by administration to 
be high-handed, but a necessary 
step that will benefit both emer¬ 
gency workers and the public. 

Nick Thain, director of 
Mountain View Regional 
Emergency Services (MVRES), 
agreed. 

“Anything that cuts down a 
delay in a response to someone’s 
address in the case of an emer¬ 
gency is beneficial to them and 
emergency services in reaching 
that address," he said. 

Thain said the issue is becom¬ 
ing increasingly important as 
communities like Didsbury con¬ 
tinue to grow. 

“What we’re finding in all of the 
municipalities that we serve is 
that with the growth and develop¬ 
ment, people are getting into 
houses before there’s addresses 
on them, which can be a big 
issue,” he said. 

Council already passed first 
reading of the bylaw last week, 


but was weary of taking it to sec¬ 
ond and third readings before the 
public was properly notified 
because as soon as the bylaw is 
passed, it needs to be enforced. 

And council wants to provide 
ample opportunity for residents 
to get numbers up before fines 
are imposed. 

It is expected that council will 
vote unanimously for the bylaw 
at its next meeting Sept. 29. 

If a resident receives a $75 fine 
and fails to remedy the problem, 
a second offense could carry a 
fine of up to $1,000 and three 
months in jail. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore said that 
would be an ultimate penalty and 
she doesn’t anticipate jail time to 
be handed out, but she does want 
tin* public to understand the 
importance of the issue. 

“In one cast* there were no 
numbers in the entire cul-de-sac. 
What do (emergency workers) 
do, knock on every door?" she 
said. 


“I think this is something that 
everybody wants to see happen 
because it is a safety issue.” 

Moore is also urging homeown¬ 
ers who have numbers on their 
houses to make sure they are the 
right ones. 

“I think sometimes people just 
figured it out for themselves and 
didn’t really check," she said, 
adding that she herself has a 
building that was labeled with 
two numbers, but only held one 
business. There are now two 
businesses in that building, so she 
is in compliance with the pro¬ 
posed bylaw, but said many peo¬ 
ple aren’t. 

Residents who are unsure of 
whether or not they have the 
proper number on their house 
can call the town office at 336- 
3301 to double check. 

The public is only responsible 
for house numbers. It is the 
town’s responsibility to ensure 
that all street signage is properly 
displayed.

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Didsbury parents offered new child care option

Didsbury parents with 
nine to five jobs will be 
able to go to work this 
fall knowing their chil¬ 
dren are in good hands. 

The Town of Didsbury 
will offer a before and 
after school program for 
kids aged six to 12 start¬ 
ing this school year. 

It’s a program Nicole 
Aasen, community servic¬ 


es coordinator with the 
Town, said is filling a big 
need in Didsbury. 

The idea came from a 
group of concerned par¬ 
ents who banded together 
last year to form the 
Didsbury Out of School 
Care Association 

(DOSCA). 

“They recognized there 
was a real need in 
Didsbury to prevent the 
latch-key child, the one 
who’s going home to an 


empty house because 
mom and dad are work¬ 
ing," said Aasen. 

So they teamed up with 
the Town and the concept 
for this program was 
born. 

“We felt there just need¬ 
ed to be more options for 
parents," said Aasen. 

Until now, there were 
few options for families 
with working parents and 
everyone was feeling the 
crunch. Daycares have 


limited spacing and tak¬ 
ing school-aged children 
wasn’t really feasible. 

“You can’t be running 
programs for a three- 
year- old that an eight- 
year-old is really going to 
enjoy, so it’s harder on 
staffing for Daycares,” 
said Aasen 

“So this will meet a lot 
of needs in the communi¬ 
ty, not just for those par¬ 
ents." 

The program will be 


headed up by Jolene 
Leutschaft, who recently 
moved to the area from 
Ontario. 

Leutschaft has a lot of 
education behind her in 
the area of child care, 
holding diplomas in early 
childhood and social 
service work, and a 
degree in sociology. 

The Town is also look¬ 
ing to add a couple of 
more staff and will be 
accepting applications 
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immediately for those 
support positions. 

The program will offi¬ 
cially begin on September 
5, after the long weekend.

It runs five days a week 
and will open at 7:15 
a.m., and then start up 
again at 3:15 p.m. until 
about 6:15 p.m. 

“That gives those com¬ 
muting parents ample 
time to get in and get 
their kids there and feel 
confident they’re being 
taken care of,” said 
Aasen. 

And on Fridays when 
students aren't in class, 
they’ll still be taken care 
of with in-town field trips 
to the pool, library or 
skating rink planned. 

There are 20-22 spots 
available. They will 
accept a couple of kinder¬ 
garten students, but limit¬ 
ed spaces are available. 

Drop-ins will be accept¬ 
ed only if there is space 
available, but priority will 
go to full-time clients. 

There is a $25 registra¬ 
tion fee to hold that space 
and contracts will work 
on a month-to-month 
basis.

Kim is a 44-year-old mother of two. 1 ler 17- 
year-old son Is currently taking care of her 
dogs and her house and her 22-year-old 
daughter Ls helping out as much as she can. 

Kim's own mom Ls battling cancer right 
now, so it’s been a very emotional time for 
the entire family. 

And the road to recovery is a long one. 

Kim’s left side Ls paralized, and her speech 
and hearing have been severely affected. 

She Ls currently hiding her time at the 
Didsbury hospital while she aw;iits a reha¬ 
bilitation bed in Calgary. 

“The longer she waits for a bed in rehab, 
the longer it will take in rehab,” said 
Nickerson who added that doctors have not 
been able to give an estimate for how long 
the wait will be. 

“They just say they’re trying.” 

Kim suffered the stroke in a hotel elevator 
on her way back from a houseboating trip in 
B.C. 

She was hospitalized in Kamloops before 
Nickerson and three other friends drove out 
in a motorhome to bring her back to 
Didsbury where she's lived for 27 years. 

Once Kim's recovery Ls complete, her 
friends will work on remodeling her home 
so that it Ls wheelchair or walker comput¬ 
able, depending on what’s required. 

The cost of remodeling will lx> expensive, 
so the next fundraLser is already being 
planned. 

Nancy McTavish said she couldn’t afford 
to help out with the silent auction, but she 
wanted to do something. 

So she’s working on a garage sale, with all 
the proceeds going to Kim, and her kids are 
trying to organize a bottle drive to do their 
part as well. 

“It’s a lot of work, but it’s well worth it," 
said Nickerson.

And judging by the sup|>ort she’s received 
from the community, it seems you care a lot 
about her too. 

Ne;trly $7,000 was raised through a silent 
auction at Our Rose Lounge recently to lie 
put toward medical expenses and other bills 
Kim has incurred since suffering a sudden 
stroke. 

“It’s going to go to help her so she doesn’t 
lose her house, so that when she gets out of 
the hospital she’s got a place to live,” said 
friend Shyla Nickerson. 

“We can’t let her lose her house.” 

Nickerson, along with a small group of 
family and friends, scrambled to organize 
the event in a short time, but it was a suc¬ 
cess. 

“It was very quickly organized, but it was 
overwhelming the support we got,” she said. 

Local businesses donated over 40 items 
for the auction and Our Rose Lounge gave a 
large portion of their drink salt's to the 
cause as well. 

“It’s really nice to see the conununity pull 
together the W’ay it did for her,” said 
Nickerson. 

“I want to thank everyone for their auc¬ 
tion donations, for their support, for coming 
out” 

When Kim found out how the community 
had rallied for her, she was overwhelmed. 

“She cried," said Nickerson. 

“She cries a lot, when she’s happy, when 
she’s really happy. It’s hard for her to get 
ahold of her emotions right now.”

HIV wake up call

The international AIDS conference held in Toronto last 
week was supposed to servo as ;ut eye-o|>ener, to create 
awareness that AIDS is not a disease that is cordoned off in 
Sub-Saharan Africa but a pandemic that stretches the world 
over, including right here at home. 

It’s easy to dismiss AIDS as a foreign concept in a foreign 
land. Ignoring it is certainly easier titan letting it scare the 
heck out of us, right? 

But it's an issue that deserves more than distant attention 
- a passive one-doll;ir-a-day-donation-will-savo-a-lifo kind of 
reaction. It exists in our cozy neighbourhoods and its time 
we woke up to that fact. 

If you think you’re safe hen* in Canada, just as long as 
you’re not a gay heroine addict, think again. 

Cast 1 in point Is my friend Rob, a straight, drug-free man 
who was in his 20s when he contracted HIV, and whose fam¬ 
ily lives lien' in rural Central Alberta 

Rob was partying with friends in a Montreal bar when he 
made the biggest mistake of his life and took a stranger 
home at the end of the night. 

Turns out she was infected with HIV. 

By the time Rob found out, he had already dated someone 
else, who had since married another man. 

The infection could easily have continued down the line, 
but luckily, she tested free and clear. 

Rob w asn’t so lucky. 

I Ie died last year at the age of ,'18. 

It was a cold December day when Rob was diagnosed. He 
left the doctors office and walked calmly through the 
snowflakes, got into his little honda gripped his hands on the 
steering wheel and mapjxxl las course, straight into a big oak 
tree at the end of the street. 

But something stopped him. All he could think about was 
how devastated his mother would be. He knew she’d l>c able 
to live with an HIV-positive son, but not a dead one. 

So he drove home and got drunk, and when he sobered up 
weeks later, he made the call he’d been dreading to inform 
his ex-girlfriend that she needed to be tested. Merry 
Christmas. 

After a long spell of depression and drowning Iris problems 
in a bottle of Captain Morgan’s, Rob decided to fight back. 

In the years before he passed away, even when he was 
sick, Rob user! his experience to educate and help people. 

He offered support to newly diagnosed people through 
AIDS Calgary, and spoke at least once a week to healthcare 
employees and students, working to break down the stigmas 
surrounding IITV and AIDS. 

That’s how I first met Rob. He spoke to my broadcast jour¬ 
nalism class, and when he made eye contact, I saw passion 
and determination just bursting inside of him. 

A year later I tracked him down and asked if he would bo 
my subject for a photo assignment. 

For two months, I followed Rob around, snapping photos 
of anything and everything. 

I watched him at work, where he never stood still. 

1 went to Iris home where he proudly showed me pictures 
of his mom, sisters and nieces, and listened as he told me the 
only thing that really made him sad was knowing he would 
never have kids of Ills own. 

I was right there beside him when every news station in 
Calgary had a camera in his face after he won the Roger 
LeBlanc spirit award for his tireless volunteerism. 

After all that time, what I ended up with was a bunch of 
IMxrrly contprxstHl photos that were supposed to depict a day 
in the life of someone living with HIV'. 

Clearly my photo skills needed some work, but in the end, 
I walked away with much more than dial. 

I had taken on a project far out of my scope of skill and 
comprehension and learned more than I ever could have 
imagined, not only about photography, but about HIV and 
alx>ut life. 

And I made a new friend whose zest for life made people 
so happy just to lx> in his presence, and who incidentally 
made the best coffee I’ve ever tasted. 

Forme, the international AIDS conference served as a sort 
of memorium to remember Rob. 

I would love to lx' able to chat with Rob over a cup of cof¬ 
fee again. 

But I would love ev en more if his one wish could be grant¬ 
ed - that his message, and that of the conference organizers 
in Toronto- not f:dl on deaf ears. 

AIDS is here, it’s time to pay attention.

out Ix'tween my thumb and 
forefinger. Her black eyes 
wen* smaller than the head 
of a pin, but seemed bright 
and I took that as a good 
sign. The colouring showed 
tliat this was a female and 
because it was really small I 
assume it was a young one. 
Green iridescent feathers 
overlapped all down her 
head and back, there was 
black from her chin under 
her eye to her ear, her sides 
wen' paler gnx'ti, rest of her 
under parts white.

1 carefully pulled the 
sticky gtick off her feet and it 
came away quite cleanly, 
then I noticed that there was 
w ebbing in her wrings so one 
at a time, and very gently, I 


ever since then, they and 
what I assume are their 
descendants, have never 
missed a season. The day the 
first hummer comes to the 
feeder is cause for celebra¬ 
tion, official end of the mis¬ 
erable winter, and the Ix'gin- 
ning of summer. 

The day the feeder 
remains untouched is a day 
of sorrow, the end of sum¬ 
mer, and cause for a deep 
feeling of gloom. 
Hummingbirds are impor¬ 
tant to us and we enjoy them 
tremendously. The feeder is 
cleaned and filled on a regu¬ 
lar basis and the nectar is 1 
cup of boiled water to a cup 
of sugar. No colour, no addi¬ 
tives and I am very careful 
about using insecticides on 
my flowers because I don’t 
want to poison the hum¬ 
mers. 

Yesterday 1 came home 
from town and drove into 
the garage. When my hus¬ 
band came over to help 
unload the groceries he 
heard a sound coming from 
the stairwell that leads into 
the basement. He looked 
over the railing and saw, in 
the gloom, a tiny bit of life on 
the floor of the stairwell and 
fluttering against the base¬ 
ment door. He picked up, 
mid handed to me, mi 
exhausted and almost life- 
less hummingbird. I cradled 
her in my hand and her tiny

A little piece of Carstairs will be 
thrown into the spotlight and viewed by 
millions of people across Western Canada. 

Last week 10th Ave. was converted into 
what looked like a Hollywood set, as cam¬ 
era crews moved in to film a commercial 
for the Western Canadian Lotteries. 

Joe Media - the Calgary-based produc¬ 
tion company in charge of putting produc¬ 
tion - traveled to more than 50 locations 
across Alberta looking for the perfect spot 
to film. 

When they stumbled across Henry’s
